WasnIxcToX, Nov. 24 —The Republi-
ean peliticians bhaving decided the very
important question of the location of the
Republican Convention in 1892, the Demo-
eratie politicians now have the right of way
in their contest over the Speakership nomi-
nation. There are between 30 and 40 Demo-
cratic Congressmen in town to-night, and
the campaign for the possession of their
votes and those of their coll eagues was be-
gnun this morning in dead earnest.

Three of the five eandidates have form-
slly opened headquarters. These are
Mesars. Crisp, Mills and McMillin. Mr
Springer also thinks he is very muck of a
candidate, and will give & housewarm-
ing to-mor-ow, and Mr. Hateh, of Missouri,
“the candidate of the bona fide farmers,™
will begin onerations next week.

Mr. Mills hns two headquarters in full
running order. (ne is at the Metropolitan
Hotel, downtown, and the other is at Will-
urd’s, uptown. It is the opinion of some
of the politicians who visit hoth of them
daily that the Texas candidate will need a
thind headguarters, or some sort of hali-
way house, sonn, if his supporters continue
to rally to the standard of the other candi-
dates at the same rate as during the past few
days,

Headgnarters at & Southern Hostelry.

For some unexplsinsble reason the main
headquarters of the Bpeakership candidates,
ns well as several of the numerons ambi-
tions gentlemen who wonld like to fill other
elective offices of the House, are at the
Metropolitan Hotel, This is one of the
oidest and most old-fashioned public honses
in Washington. baving been known as
“Brown’'s,”’ for many vears before the war.
Its owner and proprietor was the father of
& voung and wealthy club swell of Wash-
ington who lives very far up town upon the
revenues of the downtown property lefi
him by his father. The hotel is a popular
Southern resort, and has loog been the
favorite stapping place of Southern people,
{mnimllarly members of the Secnate and

Tonse of Lepresentatives.

All of the Sonthern candidates for the
Speakership, Mills, Crisn and MeMillin,
are at the Metropolitan, where Mr. Hateh
will be apt to join them when he arrives in
Washington. Mr, Crutchfield, of Kentucky,
wito was Spoaker Carlisle’s clerk, and who
would now like to be clerk for the whole
louss, has opened his campaign here, and
his chief opponcut, ex essmar Kerr,
of Pennsylvania, not afiecied by the South-
ern atmosphere, hus pitched his tent at the
Metropolitan alsn.

Three Who Are Sure They Wil Win.

Messre. Crisp, Mills and MoMillin were
all at home to-day, esch prophesying entire
coufidence In the vesalt of $he contest.
Thew all have very modest rooms, and their
vigitors were comparatively few. There is
no sttempt at formality or entertainment,
berond an open box of cigars not especially
fine in flaver,

Unfortunately, the botel is at present in
a torn up state. New paper is on the walls,
new paint on the woodwork, and no carpets
to speak of on the stairs or floors. This
want, however, is being supplied with great
alacrity and to the excessive discomfort ot
those persous who seek to grasp the hand of
the swore than willing candidates.

Some definite clnims are being made on
behalf of the Speakership, and various es-
timates as to their strength by outside

ivs who are interested in gnessing at the
esult beforechand. A large pumbir
rf the members are still unpledged
though for the most part committed as to
their preferences. The friends of Hatch,
Springer snd MeMillin_ have made no
claims in detail as vet, and the estimates of
Mr. Mills" stremgth varys from 40 votes,
conated by outsiders, to a general elaim of
“epough to elect him™ made by his friends.
In faet, the Mills men propose to have all
the votes in sight, ineluding many which
are known to he pleged to other eandidates
Mr. Mills has, in fact, a large number of
vates Eledged to him, but not br any means
enough to nominate him.

Figuring by Judge Crisp's Friends,

Judge Crisp said to-day that he was well
satisfied with the progress of his canvass,
and felt assured of the support of many
members of the New Vork delegation. Mr.
Crisp's friends make s claim of 114 votes,
which, they sax, iz conservative, sinee it
does pot include several votes that are per-
feotly safg, and leaves out all “second
choice” votes. Ther claim in detnt]l: Rix
votes in Alabama, 1in Arkansas, 2 in Osali-
fornin, 9 in Georgia, 5 in Ientucky, 2 in
Louisiana, 6 in Marvilasl, 5 in Massachu-
eetts, 3 1n Michizan, 1 in Minnesota, 6 in
Mississippi, 2 in New Hampehire, 4 in New
Jersey, 15 in New York, 8 in North Caro-
lina, 10 in Ohio, 5 in Peonsylvania, 7 in
South Carolina, 9 in Virginia, and 8in West
Virginia.

Thix estimate, however, is not given out
on the authority of Judge Crisp, but by

Representative Richardson, of Tenneasee,
who has practical charge of the canvass of
his colleagme, Mr. McMillin, is mot yet
ready to make a detailed estimate of the

DAMAGE DONE IN WASHINGTORN.

The Atlantic Summer Resorts Beceive the.|
Fury of the Gale

OLD PROBS ON PRESENT PROSPECTS

BALTIMORE, Nov, 24.—The storm yes-
terday afternoon was a terror while it
lasted. In the harbor there was a caldron
of boiling water for a few minutes. and
every vessel felt the gale to a greater or
less extent. At anchor off Henderson's
wharf was the large New Haven schooner
W. W. Converse, which dragged her anchor
and cut a swath through the oyster fleet,
taking with her one here and anotherthere,
until when she brought up she had several
under her port quarter in a knot.

In her flight the Converse carried away
the foremast and broke the main boom of
the gchooner Holland Point. The tug
Nashy got the Converse out of her tangle
and emaller vessels were extricated. Sev-
eral of the oyster vessels drifted into
wharves on the Canton side of the harbor.
On the west and south sides the effect of the
blow was not so great. The ship Jabes
Haines, for Ban Francisco, remained at
anchor.

The Damage at Washington.

At Washington the storm only lasted ten
minutes, but left a track of awful destrue-
tion. George White, a fashionable ladies’
tailor, was crushed to death and one of his
workwomen was also killed, besides six
girls in the establishment being danger-
ously injured. Nine iron workers on the
Hetzrott building had a marvelons eseape,
and a colored hodearrier who was working
with them is missing, supposed to be buried
under the debris.

The ecyclonic storm, the center of which

Lawrence
Valley, says the Weather Bureau, but much
lessened in violence. Btrong gales have
continued on the New England coast and
upon Lakes Ontario, Erie and Huron.
Clear and sunshiny weather has prevailed
in most sections, except light snows upon
the shores of the great lakes. A low ba-
rometer area has made its advent north of
Montans, but it has made no change in the
weather in the Northwest. Continued cool
and generslly sunshiny weather may be ex-
in the eastern sections for the mext
two days, there being no storm or high area
to effect any material change.

TRAINS BLOCKADED BY TREES

The Wind Plays Havec in the Oll Region
Arocnd Bradford. :
BrADFORD, Nov. 24.—[Special ]—The
storm yesterday was very severe through
Northwestern Pennsylvania The wind
blew a hurricane, telegraph and telephone
lines were prostrated and railroad traffie
was interfered with. A train on the Brad-
ford, Bordell and Kinzua Railroad was
stopped by falling trees and was held in
the woods all night ten miles from here.
The railroad people had to remove a dozen
trees this morning before it could reach its
destination.

About 500 oil well derricks, tanks, ete.,
were blown down through this country.
Superintendent Sheakley, of the Union 0il
Company, sought shelier beneath a big
hemlock tree. The tree was blown down,
and by the barest chance he escaped death.
South of here, along the Erie and Buffalo
and Rochester and Pittsburg Railreads,
much damage was done.

PARDONS FOR PRISONERS.
CASES WHERE JUSTICE 18 ASKED TO
BE TOTALLY BLIND,

Governor Pattison Saves a Convict His
Rights as a Citizen—The Pardon Board's
Firat Day's BSession — A Roxborough
Liguor Dealer's Tale of Woe,

HARRISBURG, Nov. 24.—[ Special, ]—Gov-
ernor Pattison to-day signed a pardon for
Dr. Henry M. Cox, of Easton, for mal-
practice, for the reason that his term is
abont to expire, and becaise under the laws
of New Jersey—of which State Cox is a
citizen—an imprisonment for more than one
vear disfranchises a prisoner for life, unless
a pardon has been granted.

set, sentenced to two years and one-half in
